Action, the IEEE dictionary definition of headend is "The central location that has access to signals traveling in both inbound and 
outbound directions." (IEEE 100, The Authoritative Dictionary of IEEE Standard Terms, Seventh Edition, page 508). The operations 
center of Hendricks, as seen in Fig. 1, clearly qualifies as a "headend" as per this definition, as it is the central location receiving 
programming for transmission downstream to the plurality of cable headends and receiving upstream communications from the plurality 
of cable headends. Applicant's mere dislike for the broadness of the technical definition is not a persuasive argument. 
Furthermore, it is noted that applicant's argument in regards to calling the set top box a "headend" is both irrelevant to the specific issue 
at hand and erroneous, as the set top box is clearly at the end of the distribution chain receiving transmission from a single headend and 
not in any sort of Central Location, as opposed to the Operations Center which is central to the communications system as it has 
upstream/downstream communication with every headend and set top box in the system. 
Thus, applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

Furthermore, in regards to applicant's insistence upon evidence for the Official Notice, it is once again noted that prior art disclosing all of 
the features indicated as well known has already been provided to applicant in the prior Office Actions and indicated as such. 
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
